in the Middle East for an academic year. 
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Friday, November 
4 in , students in our 
Honors Program, led by 
Professor Rhonda Gray, 
in collaboration with 
the MIT Fellows 
Program, led by Dr. 
Bish Sanyal, sponsored 
an event which commemorated the Stop 1-95 
Movement. This 1960s grassroots movement 
was led by a group of civic activists who were 
determined to stop the interstate from 
bulldozing its way through the heart of 
Roxbury. Three of those leaders spoke about 
their extraordinary effort: Mel King, former 
legislator, mayoral candidate and MIT Adjunct 
Professor; Tunney Lee, former Chief of 
Planning and Design at the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority and Professor 
Emeritus at MIT; and Lenny Durant, 
community organizer of the movement. 
Additionally, Karilyn Crockett, Roxbury native 
and Yale University doctoral candidate, who is 
completing her dissertation on the historical 
and political impact of the Stop 1-95 
movement, presented her research findings. 
Associate Dean Jose Alicea was the 
moderator.
